Critics might seek 
more transparency on how these breakthroughs will be achieved.

In summary, while the resolution points to positive aspects such as high-level 
leadership, global collaboration, alignment with 2030 Breakthroughs, and a focus on 
clean energy deployment, concerns may arise regarding the lack of specifics on 
methane reduction, potential industry influence, challenges in electrification, and 
limited mention of social and economic considerations.
